Entity Of The Month : Niue (nee-oo-ey) 


Niue is an island country in the South Pacific Ocean, 1,500 miles 
northeast of New Zealand. Niue's land area is about 101 square 
miles and its population, predominantly Polynesian, was about 
1,600 in 2016. Niue is located 2,400 kilometres northeast of New 
Zealand in a triangle between Tonga, Samoa, and the Cook Islands. 
It is 604 kilometers northeast of Tonga. The island is commonly re- 
ferred to as "The Rock", which comes from the traditional name 
"Rock of Polynesia". Niue is one of the world's largest coral islands. 
The terrain of the island has two noticeable levels. The higher level 
is made up of a limestone cliff running along the coast, with a pla- 
teau in the centre of the island reaching approximately 200 feet high 
above sea level. The lower level is a coastal terrace approximately 
0.3 miles wide and about 80—90 feet high, which slopes down and 
meets the sea in small cliffs.

3. Do you like to operate your radio outdoors, but on contest days, well, the super stations always 

\ 2 is seem to win? Wouldn’t it be nice if someone would take a bulldozer and level the playing field 
between the big guns and smaller stations, to give everyone a fair chance at winning in a big global contest? 
Impossible you say? 


Well here’s the deal, the social science of amateur radio, Fox Mike Hotel, has come up with what might be a 
new concept in radio sport designed to do just that. It is designed to level the competitive playing field be- 
tween the “Big Guns” and the “Little Pistols”. It’s an intriguing concept, making this more about radio sport 
than radio gear. And as this is the inaugural launch of this new contest, you have the chance to be part of it, 
with a chance to make history. Do you dare to give it a try? 


So, what’s KPW? KPW stands for Kilometers Per Watt, which will be the base scoring metric for each 
contact. As described by the contest organizers, using KPW as a base scoring metric, along with multipliers 
that favor lower power, more difficult modes, and operating portable, it’s like a golf handicap index, used to 
equalize the opportunity for all players to win when they have unequal ability to play on courses with vary- 
ing levels of difficulty. With KPW, the further the contact (measured by maidenhead grid square differences 
in the exchange), and the less power you used to make the contact (used to divide the distance), the higher 
the base score is for that contact. 


Let’s try an example. If you made a contact with KC9ZO in ENS1, which is 737 Miles (1186 KM) away 
from us here in Southern New Jersey (FM29), and you did it with a Kilowatt (1000 Watts), your score for 
that contact would be 1186/1000 = 1.18 points. However, if you made that same contact using 100 watts, 
your score for that contact would be 1186/100 = 11.8 points, ten times more. Taking it a step further, if you 
made that same contact using just 5 watts, you score for that contact would be 1185/5 = 237 points, quite a 
bit more! 


Then comes the multipliers. Those using a more difficult transmission mode, like phone, receive a higher 
multiplier than those using CW and digital. There are additional multipliers for you operating a portable sta- 
tion, and even more if the contact you just made was with another portable station. Crazy! This does really 
change the playing field for this contest! 


There are some big backers behind this portable operations challenge 
too. See https://foxmikehotel.com/challenge/ for more details. This 
is the real deal. Seriously, being a first ever for this contest, nobody 
really knows what will happen. 


Keep the weekend of October 3 and 4 open. You’ve got a month to 
plan for this. You get to pick which 8 hours contiguous window within 
the 48 hours you choose to operate - also part of the challenge! We 
don’t get chances to be in on the inaugural run of a contest like this 
very often. You’ve got a chance to make history here! Do you dare to 
give it a try? 


CONVERSATION 


While You Were Contesting... 


On a recent Sunday afternoon at about 3 pm local time - 2300z - my cellular phone started to display 

"No Service" in the usual location of the network name and signal strength. I was at my computer at 
the time, and thought it odd. I check my email like a nervous tic, and with alarm noticed that I was being 
warned by my email provider that I'd logged in "using my phone" from a location in California. Unfortu- 
nately, I was sitting at home near Seattle. I immediately suspected what this was about - that I'd just been 
SIM Swapped : https://cnet.co/3aY YuXZ by someone attempting to take over something in my digital life. 
My suspicion was confirmed when I saw additional messages in additional email accounts reporting at- 
tempted access to other financial sites. 


If you use any type of online service, you're often asked to provide your cell phone number so you can be 
sent security messages to verify your identity and intent. A code is sent via text message, or sometimes a ro- 
bot voice call, and that code is typed in addition to a username and password to secure a bank account or 
other some other important login. The original intent in using text messages in this way was that even if a 
username and password were compromised, that text message would be a last line of defense to prevent 
hackers from gaining access. Unfortunately, it didn't take long for criminals to figure out how to steal the 
phone number (and phone service) from cellular phones, and intercept these text messages as well. Once 
they have all the pieces, they can gain access. Unless you have specifically placed safeguards on your cell 
phone account with additional PINs (six digits or more) and have blocked all porting requests without pres- 
ence at a phone store, your account is vulnerable. 


Within 40 minutes of noticing "No Service," I was at my provider's retail store with my ID and cellular 
phone in hand, explaining what had happened. I was fortunate to speak with an employee who realized that 
speed was paramount, and within 10 minutes he'd canceled the criminal's SIM : https:// 
www.dictionary.com/browse/sim, my original SIM (that no longer worked anyway), and I had a new SIM 
in my phone. I also had an additional multi-digit security code on my account, and a notation that no porting 
requests were allowed without presentation of a government-issued ID. 


In the end, I was fortunate. Thankfully, I wasn't too engrossed in the weekend's activities to pay attention to 
my cellular phone. My online account that was targeted had additional safeguards previously set up - verifi- 
cation codes that were time based : https://bit.ly/2QhO3GO, not text based. The criminals were not able to 
gain access. The cost incurred was a few hours of my time, some peace of mind, and a heightened sense of 
paranoia that it might happen again. I suspect the reason that I'd been targeted in the first place is that the ac- 
count provider had suffered a data breach - otherwise, how would the criminals know that I had an account 
id, correlated with a particular phone number and email address? 


If you have online accounts "safeguarded" with text message verification, you may want to investigate mak- 
ing security around those accounts even stronger. And, it's best to be vigilant, even during contests.

Recently, an amateur emergency communication services organization was informed that their opera- 

tors would not be needed to support a large event that had Amateur Radio operators working it in the 

past. The event organizers did not initially give a reason. On the day of the event, however, the group 

showed up anyway to work the event, and were again directly told that they were not needed and 
were asked to leave. They did not comply. 


The lesson here is that if any amateur group is told by an organization that it is not needed for any reason, 
then we are to take that at face value, and not just show up. We can be ready to support and serve, but we are 
not to try to force our way in. We are "guests" in the "home" of our served agencies or organizations. We 
serve if, where, how and when they want us to serve. We come into their domain with humility and an atti- 
tude of being a servant. We are not there to take over, nor try to run the show - we are there to respond to 
their direction to support and serve if they so desire our participation. As a result of the unfortunate situation 
described above, it is very possible that that amateur organization will not be invited to support that or any 
other events or incidents in the future. The organizers of that event are part of other served agencies that 
Amateur Radio has supported, and now the overall relationship is damaged, which is what happens when we 
forget our true place. - Scott Roberts, KK4ECR, Public Information Officer

Hints And Kinks For New Net Control Stations 


Net Manager Dave Davis, WA4WES, offered the following hints for new net control stations from 
the Level II of the ARRL Amateur Radio Emergency Communications Course : 


1. Ifthe net is a scheduled net, start on time. 

2. Use ascript. This promotes efficient net operation. 

3. Be friendly yet in control. Speak slowly and clearly with an even tone. Speak with confidence, 
even if you are inwardly nervous. 

4. Write down all calls. 

5. During check-ins, recognize participants by name whenever possible. This boosts morale 

6. Frequently identify the name and purpose of the net. 

7. Don't be afraid to ask for assistance if you need it. Have an alternate net control station (NCS). 

8. Keep transmissions as short as possible. 

9. Transmit only facts. 

10. When necessary use standard ITU phonetics. 

11. For voice nets, use plain English. Do not use Q signals 

12. If the net has been quiet for more than ten minutes, check on operator status. One of the functions 
and duties of an NCS is to keep a current list of stations checking in, where they are, their individ- 
ual assignments, and what capabilities they have.

The COVID-19 pandemic continues to complicate Amateur Radio license testing. 


ARRL Volunteer Examiner Coordinator (VEC) VE Jim Rinehart, K9RU, reported having to break a 

July 11 test session at the Salvation Army EDS Center in Indianapolis into two 90-minute segments 

in order to meet COVID-19 guidelines, requiring the additional step of having to notify applicants as 

to which test session they belonged. For the split session, one member of the testing team checked 
applicants’ temperatures, while three VEs signed them in, checked their paperwork and calculators, and col- 
lected the exam session fee. 


"We have a packet for each applicant with the test and answer sheet prepared, and we go over it with them,” 
Rinehart told ARRL VEC. "To minimize the handling of paperwork, we have the applicant turn in the an- 


swer sheet to the VE graders and throw away the exam booklets." 


Rinehart said exam session tables are disinfected between test sessions. Face masks and social distancing are 
required.

Amateur Radio Volunteers Go On Alert For Isaias 


Amateur Radio Emergency Service (ARES) volunteers along the eastern seaboard were on alert this 

week to support needed communication as Hurricane/Tropical Storm Isaias worked its way north. 

The storm is now in Canada after first making landfall in North Carolina as a Category | hurricane. 

High wind, rain, and the possibility of coastal flooding were considered the most likely dangers, but 
tornadoes broke out in the middle Atlantic states, triggering extensive damage, flooding, and knocking out 
power to more than 3 million homes and businesses. The storm caused at least five deaths. Southern New 
Jersey Section Emergency Coordinator (SEC) Tom Devine, WB2ALJ, was among several SECs who said 
their Sections were on alert but not activated for tropical storm winds, flash flooding, and tornadoes. 


"All county teams are prepared, and SKYWARN teams are requested to provide key severe weather data to 
the regional National Weather Service (NWS) Office," Devine told ARRL, adding that other SECs from the 
middle Atlantic states were in communication. 


The Hurricane Watch Net (HWN : https://www.hwn.org) activated 
twice for Isaias - on July 31 and on August |. The initial activation 
ran 41 hours, the second about 12 hours. HWN Manager Bobby 
Graves, KBSHAV, reported "very poor to nonexistent propagation" 
for the second activation, but he noted that a few members remained 
on the air to assist as needed. 


"Throughout this short 12-hour activation for this second activation 
for Isaias, members of HWN collected and forwarded many surface 
reports from the coastal areas of South Carolina and North Carolina to 
the National Hurricane Center by way of WX4NHC [at the National 
Hurricane Center]," Graves said. 


Tornadoes, flooding caused by heavy rainfall, and falling trees ac- 
counted for most of the fatalities. The storm tracked into eastern 
Pennsylvania as well as through the New York City-Long Island area.

An AARC member, who was operating mobile at 
the time, responded promptly, gathering the pertinent information to relay to a 911 operator. Within minutes, 
the Baltimore man was receiving treatment and was able to report that everything was okay a short time 
later. W3VPR repeater transmissions are linked to a "Broadcastify" feed, so that hams out of local range or 
away from their radios can still monitor the repeater online. - Thanks to Maryland-DC Section Manager

Arecibo Observatory Reflector Dish Damaged When Cable Snaps 


An auxiliary cable that helps to support a ; My 

metal platform above the Arecibo Observa- , 

tory radio telescope's reflector dish in 

Puerto Rico snapped in the early morning 
hours of August 10, causing a 100-foot gash in the 
reflector dish. Operations at the world-famous ob- 
servatory, which is managed by the University of 
Central Florida (UCF), have been halted until re- 
pairs can be made. When the 3-inch cable fell, it 
also damaged about a half-dozen panels in the Gre- 
gorian dome above the dish and twisted the plat- 
form used to access the dome. The cause of the ca- 
ble break is not yet clear. 


"We have a team of experts assessing the situation," 
Observatory Director Francisco Cordova said. "Our 
focus is assuring the safety of our staff, protecting 

the facilities and equipment, and restoring the facil- 
ity to full operations as soon as possible, so it can continue to assist scientists around the world." 


UCF manages the National Science Foundation (NSF) facility under a cooperative agreement with Universi- 
dad Ana G. Méndez and Yang Enterprises Inc. Home to one of the most powerful telescopes on the planet, 
the facility is used by scientists around the world to conduct research in the areas of atmospheric sciences, 
planetary sciences, radio astronomy, and radar astronomy. Arecibo is also home to a team that runs the 
Planetary Radar Project supported by NASA's Near-Earth Object Observations Program in NASA's Plane- 
tary Defense Coordination Office, through a grant awarded to UCF. 


The facility has endured many hurricanes, tropical storms, and earthquakes since it was built 50 years ago. 
Repairs from Hurricane Maria in 2017 are ongoing. Through it all, the facility has continued to contribute to 
significant breakthroughs in space research in the area of gravitational waves, asteroid characterization, 
planetary exploration, and more. 


The largest single-dish radio telescope in the world for decades, Arecibo was bumped into second place in 
2016 by the Five-hundred-meter Aperture Spherical Telescope (FAST) in China. 


The Arecibo Observatory Radio Club operates KP4AO at the site, mostly on special occasions. - Thanks to 
UCF and other sources

4.URLs/Hyperlinks are acceptable on the reflector. 


5.Do not send any messages with e-mail addresses in the BCC (Blind Carbon Copy) field. The message 


will be rejected. Use only the To: or CC: fields. 


6.Members are subscribed to the reflector using the member's e-mail address from the roster database. You 
must use that address when sending an e-mail via the reflector. 


7.If you use another address on the reflector, the message will get rejected or "bounced", because the reflec- 


tor does not recognize that address. 


8.Whenever a message sent to reflector is rejected or "bounced" for various reasons, the administrator has to 
log-in to the Mailman.QTH website and approve the message. If the admin recognizes the address as be- 
longing to a Club member, the message is accepted and passed on to the reflector.
